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DETAILED ACTION 

This Application has been examined. The original claims 1-20 are pending. The 
examination results are as follows. 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The examiner has considered the documents listed in forms PTO/SB/08 A & B submitted 
with the Information Disclosure Statements (IDS) received 11/4/05, 4/12/04 and 10/15/03 (see 
the attached forms PTO/SB/08 A & B). 

Drawings 

3. The drawings of Fig. 10 are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "ORIGINAL 8-BIT DISPALY" and "4-BIT DISPALY" have both 
misspelling word: "DISPALY" should be changed to -DISPLAY--. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
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required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the Taiwanese 
Patent No. 393863 (herein after referred to as "TW393863"). 

Re claim 1, TW393863, Figs. 6-8, discloses, a display driver comprising: an image 
memory which has a memory area having a storage capacity for storing an amount of image data 
that is enough to display a single screen, each image data being composed of a plurality of bits; 
and a memory control circuit for designating and controlling a part of the image data to be stored 
into the memory area of designated memory area for storing a part of an image into the memory 
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area, which read on the claimed limitation: in a second mode, a part of the image data of the 
plurality of bits into the memory area to leave an empty area in the memory area, and while in a 
first mode, a whole of the image data of the plurality of bits into the memory area. 

Re claims 2-20, which are dependent upon the base claim 1, and further adds additional 
claimed features, such as a binary drive operation for utilizing image data bits for providing 
gradations, a color decreasing circuit that is a dither circuit for carrying out a dither process, or a 
judgment circuit for comparing the input image data for mode selection, and for performing a 
predetermined process. TW393863 further discloses the use of a judgment circuit (118) for 
comparing the input image data for mode selection, and for performing a predetermined process; 
see Figs. 6-8. Claims 2-20 are therefore rejected on the same basis set forth in claim 1, and by 
the reasons noted above. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. They are U.S. Patent No. 6,801,213 issued to Bergstrom et al., 6,903,733 issued to 
Greenberg et al, 6,084,560 issued to Miyamoto, 6,362,834 issued to Isshii, and 6,288,698 issued 
to Ishii et al, which teaches display driving circuits, each having a display memory for storing 
image data for performing predetermined processes.
